Attempts  have  been  made  to  give  hymns  with  illustrations,  but  the  results  have 
never  been  satisfactory  ;  since  the  illustrations  usually  extended  through  a  number  of 
slides  for  a  single  hymn,  (and  so  made  it  very  costly)  or  the  illustrations  were  coarse  and 
common  and  cheap.  In  this  series,  the  words  of  the  precious  favorites  among  the  hymns 
of  all  the  ages  are  printed  with  great  distinctness  on  a  single  slide.  The  thought  of  the 
hymn  is  enforced  and  impressed  by  the  reproduction,  on  the  same  slide  with  the  hymn,  of 
some  masterpiece  of  painting,  or  statuary,  or  the  like,  and  a  few  bars  of  the  tune.  The 
greatest  pains  have  been  taken  to  make  a  happy  combination  of  hymn  and  illustration, 
and  only  the  large  resources  of  our  business  as  makers  of  lantern  slides,  have  made  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  give  a  result  satisfactory  in  every  way.  So,  for  the  first  time,  one  can  obtain  an 
artistic  illustration  in  combination  with  a  hymn  on  a  single  lantern  slide  and  without  in 
the  least  increasing  the  cost.  We  may  suggest  that  the  effect  is  enhanced  if  the  slides  are 
delicately  colored.
